Americanizing  Plan 

ATLANTIC  CITY.  April  2  8.— An 
appeal  for  a  National  Americaniza- 
tion policy,  backed  by  appropriate 
egislation  and  supported  by  adequate 
public  funds,  was  voiced  by  Major 
Francis  W.  Tully  of  the  Boston 
Chamber  of  Commerce  at  the  Amer- 
icanization group  session  of  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  of  the  United  States. 

Major  Tully  declared  that  Ameri- 
canization is  essentia,lly  a  neighbor- 
hood problem  and  must  be  carried 
out  eventually  on  a  neighborhood 
basis. 

This  method,  he  said,  has  proved 
very  successful  in  Boston  under  the 
direction  of  the  local  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  has  met  with  ap- 
proval everywhere.  The  "Boston 
plan,"  he  said,  has  also  been  adapted 
to  a  number  of  other  cities  wher*^ 
^e  problem  is  great. 
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LIMIT  IMMIGRATION 


Will  Restrict  Nationalities  to  Three 
Per  Cent,  of  Those  Now  Here 

WASHINGTON,  May  11— Conferees  on 
the  immigration  restriction  bill  agreed 
today  to  retain  the  plan  of  limiting  im- 
migration inflow  by  nationalities  next 
year  to  three  per  cen-t.  of  the  number 
from  each  nation  no'W  in  the  United 
States,  but  struck  out  House  proposals 
to  exempt  from  these  restrictions  per- 
sons subject  to  religious  persecution  and 
those  who  had  left  this  country  tem- 
porarily. The  House  exemption  in  fa.- 
vor  of  children  under  18  years  of  par- 
ents in  this  country  was  retained. 

The  conference  report  will  be  present- 
ed first  to  the  House  with  prospects  of 
prompt  ratification  by  both  bodies.  By 
conference  agreement  the  restrictions 
would  become  effective  15  days  after 
signature  by  the  President.

The  legislative  members  of  the  com- 
mission, appointed  by  President  Allen 
and  Speaker  Young  just  before  proroga- 
tion, are:  Senators  Pearson  of  Lowell, 
Hardy  of  Huntington '  aTid  Emery  of 
Newburyport  and  Representatives  Early 
of  Newton.
